1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on February 17, 
2010 has been entered. 

The Response to Rule 312 Communication of February 18, 2010 is hereby 
vacated in view of the amendment submitted with the abovementioned request for 
continued examination. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses an apparatus for harvesting plugs 
from bone tissue, the apparatus including, inter alia, a tube having an inner bore and at 
least one recess spaced apart from the distal end of the tube, and a sheath disposed 
around the tube and including a distal end having a cutting edge and a tooth extending 
toward the inner bore, where a distal portion of the inner bore expands in diameter to 
form a tapered edge at the distal end of the tube.
